Yesterday afternoon brought on a 
i « l y fight against the fee system as 
it exists in Kansas City, and inci­ 
dentally there was developed a great 
deaFof opposition to] the whole fee 
system and it is plainly t© be seen 
that the sentiment in favor of sal­ 
aries for all state and county offices 
is growing stronger every day. 
The 
compensation now received by many 
of the beneficiaries of the fee system 
is out of all proportion to the value 
of their services or to the salary re­ 
ceived by other officials for similar 
services. 
The beginning of the end 
of the fee system in Missouri is in 
sight. 
A large number of the represen­ 
tative citizens of Kansas City came 
down 
to 
endeavor to get 
a bill 
through that would correct some of 
the evils they complain of in con­ 
nection with the fee business. 
The senate met at two o’clock^ 
but transacted very little business 
except the reconsideration and pas­ 
sage ot the Stone pool bill which 
permits racing associations to sell 
pools on eastern events while they 
are in progress. 
The house met at two o’clock and 
passed the senate bill which pro­ 
vides that no employer, superin­ 
tendent 
or 
foreman 
exercising 
authority over railway 
employes, 
laborers or workingmen shall enter 
into any contract or agreement with 
such employe requiring him to with­ 
draw from any labor organization, 
or abstain from attending any meet­ 
ing. 
Any 
person 
or corporation 
violating the act is subject to a fine 
of not less than $50 or more than 
ÿi,ooo, 
or 
imprisonment 
in 
the 
county 
jail 
not 
to 
exceed 
six 
months.

Senator

The other day at Moberly a negro 
ruffian offered an unspeakable in­ 
sult to a young white lady and fol­ 
lowed her to 
her home with in­ 
famous intent, but was defeated in 
his hellish purposes. 
He was arrested, and some per­ 
sons, supposably the brothers of the 
young lady, improved the first op­ 
portunity to shoot him. 
Of course these young men will 
be classed as criminals by the super- 
sensitive. 
But are they criminals? 
Just put yourself in their place 
and honestly answer the question. 
The insult to their sister had been 
the foulest that could have been 
offered from a brutal negro to an 
innocent white girl.

friend; and his splendid character 
and record as a man and a divine 
give his thoughtful public 
utter­ 
ances a value and force that attach 
to the w'ords of but few men in Mis­ 
souri. 
Hence, without undue cere­ 
mony , the writer undertakes to give 
y our readers, briefly and altogetVier 
from memory , an 
outline of last 
Sunday ’s discourse. 
The house had previously adopted 
a resolution requesting 
the 
cha p­ 
lain to preach a 
sermon on that 
da y — the members perhaps feeling 
somehow that after 
putting 
in 
a 
week making human laws, it would 
be well for them to devote one day 
to listening to the divine law. 
The 
hour set was 3 o ’clock, p. m,, and 
it found an audience present of suf­ 
ficient numbers to comforta bly fill 
the large hall. 
Dr. Prottsman took his text from 
2nd 
Samuel, 23d 
chaper and 3d 
verse: “ H e that ruleth over men 
must be just, ruling in the fear of 
G od.” 
The sermon that followed was a 
powerful one, impressing the listen­ 
er at times as almost an echo of 
the divine voice. 
Referring to the 
the fact that on the last day of the 
y ear 1892 he had concluded his 
fiftieth 
y ear in the ministry , the 
speaker added that he was on this 
day (19th of February ) just 76 y ears 
y ears of age— “ nearing the lonely 
summit of four-score y ea rs.” 
Yet 
there was no lack of strength or 
eloquence in his presentation of the 
subject with which he dealt, and 
a dvanced age interposed no bar to 
the march of his logic or the flow 
of his humor. 
From his text the speaker pro­ 
ceeded to discourse of the responsi­ 
bility that rests upon our law-mak- 
ers, who “ rule over men” in fram­ 
ing tho legislation designed to g ov­ 
ern their 
conduct 
and 
business. 
I ’he main point set forth related to 
the incalculable evils that flow from 
the 
saloons, the inherent and in­ 
eradicable weakness and viciousness 
of 
the 
license 
sy stem, 
and 
the 
faulty , shifty character of our whole 
dramshop code. 
The central idea 
was the responsibility of the law­ 
makers and their short-comings in 
meeting it ( “ present compa ny ex­ 
cepted,” the speaker suavely ob­ 
served just here.) 
The sermon abounded, in striking 
illustrations of the variegated mis­ 
eries and iniquities that breed like 
maggots in the liquor traffic. 
Let 
me tr>^ to give in my own way one 
as a sample of all. 
You go out here in the morning 
and find a man dead at the road­ 
side. 
Soon a crowd collects; then 
comes the coroner, and 
a 
brief 
search reveals in the dead ma n’s 
pocket a bottle half full of whisky . 
The poor 
devil has become too 
drunk to sit on his horse, has fallen 
off and IS dead. 
What is the ver­ 
dict? 
“ Accident ” 
But if y ou 
find a man dead with the murderer’s 
knife still sticking in the body , the 
whole country is scoured to find the 
slay er, and when found he is tried 
and ha ng ed by the neck till he is 
dead, dead, dead. 
Wha t 
makes 
this mighty difference? 
The saloon 
license. 
The doctor summed up substan­ 
tially thus: 
As the sa loon keeper 
is about to die, place in his stiffen­ 
ing fingers his license and bid him 
take it with him. 
When the Great 
J udge asks him why he has done 
these evil things while in the body , 
he holds up his license and replies 
that the court gave him the author­ 
ity . 
The court, when asked to a c­ 
count for its share in the evil re­ 
sponds that the man got his license 
because the legislature passed a law 
requiring the court to issue it. The 
legislature, when 
confronted with 
the charge of 
complicity 
in 
the 
work of destruction, pleads that the 
law was passed because the people 
wanted it. 
“ And there,” said the 
speaker, “ rests the final responsi­ 
bility ,” 
But the people are not a l­ 
way s going to be responsible; the 
truth IS doing its work among them, 
and where truth prevails and voters 
“ rule in justice,” the rule of in­ 
iquity will ha ve ended. 
But it is impossible for me to do 
this great sermon even half justice. 
Enough to say that it asked again, 
as has been asked a thousand times, 
the old questions about the liquor 
traffic that 
no 
human 
being can 
answer truthfully without condemn­ 
ing that traffic utterly . 
The lesson 
of it is, 
work and 
wait. 
Time, 
which builds up or wears 
out 
all 
things earthly , will strengthen and 
concentra te public opinion until it 
shall have become 
an irresistible 
force, and its weight will find noth­ 
ing but weakness in the forces of 
evil to oppose it.
